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Fine Arts Festival 
reputation grows 


UVic’s annual free Fine Arts Festival 
opens its doors to all interested people 
from Victoria and surrounding com¬ 
munities Feb. 9 at 10 a.m. at the Phoenix 
Building. 

The Festival will be opened this year, 
as it was last, by the Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor or British Columbia, the Honorable 
Robert G. Rogers. A full brass fanfare 
provided by the UVic School of Music 
will accompany the opening festivities, 
to be attended by UVic President Dr. 
Howard Petch who will welcome the 
Lieutenant Governor. 

The Festival, the only one of its kind 
offered by university students in West¬ 
ern Canada for families and people of all 
ages with an interest in the arts, has 
been growing in attendance and the 
number of attractions it has to offer 
since it started three years ago. 

In its first year the Festival drew 
approximately 1,000 people, last year 
more then 2,000 came, and festival 
organizers anticipate 3,000 may attend 
this year to experience a wide range of 
artistic events on the program, which 
runs from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Programs giving details of events will 
be distributed at the door. 

The Fine Arts Festival is planned and 
organized by UVic students to give the 
people of Victoria an opportunity to see 
what is created in the studios and recital 
halls on campus. 

“It is our way of thanking the com¬ 
munity for their support,” says Doug 
Koch, creative writing student and this 
year’s festival co-ordinator. “Spirits are 
high. We expect to supersede last year’s 
festival.” 

“It is certainly the only chance to see 
works from all five departments dis¬ 
played together. This interaction 
between the students and community is 
vital to every artist, for art does not exist 
without an audience,” says Jim Elwood, 
visual arts student in charge of festival 
publicity. 

Koch, Elwood, and visual arts stu¬ 
dents Dayle Sutherland, who is respon¬ 
sible for fund raising, and Malcolm 
Egan, responsible for graphics, have 
been working since September under the 
provincial student work study program 
to get the Festival off the ground. 

They are assisted by approximately 
250 students from the five departments 
of the Fine Arts Faculty (Creative Writ¬ 
ing, Music, Visual Arts, History in Art, 
and Theatre) who will voluntarily par¬ 
ticipate in Festival events. 

“This represents about one third of the 
students in the Faculty, which indicates 
a commitment by students to the fine 
arts in a community setting,” says Dean 
of Fine Arts Doug Morton. 

“Nobody can say there is apathy 
among these students. That charge is 
often made against students, but here 


that is not the case.” 

“The Festival is gaining a reputation 
across Canada,” says Dr. Anthony 
Welch, Associate Dean of Fine Arts and 
faculty assistant to the student co¬ 
ordinating committee. “There is nothing 
else like it in the country run by stu¬ 
dents. This is the third year I’ve been 
involved and I’ve been incredibly 
impressed by the co-operation among 
the students.” 

During the opening ceremonies, the 
Lieutenant Governor will draw the 
names for prizes to be offered to students 
from Victoria elementary and high 
school who have entered the drawing 
exposition, a new event this year. 

In advance of the Festival, students 
from Grades one to seven were invited to 
submit self portrait drawings, and those 
from Grades eight to 12 drawings of 
future environments, for possible 
exhibition. 

Response from students in the schools 
has been “fantastic” says Elwood. 
Selected drawings are being exhibited in 
the UVic MacLaurin Building and 
exhibitors whose names are drawn by 
the Lieutenant Governor will receive 
prizes in the form of supplies for the 
schools they attend, donated by local 
businesses. 

More than 30 local businesses have 
supported the Festival through either 
advertising or donating prizes or 
concessions. 

Students are selling raffle tickets in 
city shoppping malls and on campus 
and the winners, to be drawn during the 
Festival, will receive passes to Victoria 
Symphony performances, a night-out 
dinner for two, or books of movie tickets 
from Cinecenta. 

Any proceeds from the Festival, 
including donations, will go towards 
scholarship funds for UVic fine arts 
students. 

Among the highlights of the day will 
be: 

• open rehearsals of Phoenix Theatre 
productions 

• music of Count Basie and Fred Stride 
played by the Music School’s Big 
Band, and a performance of the Elect¬ 
ric Ensemble 

• original works of fiction and poetry 
recited by creative writing students 

• presentations of recent discoveries of 
Medieval art from Castelseprio and 
lectures on the art of the Dorset 
Eskimo 

• a “Happening” of performances in 
music, film, dance and visual arts 

• exhibits of drawings, paintings, pho¬ 
tographs, prints and sculpture 

• performances and participatory 
events for children, including music 
and drama workshops and two hours 
of face painting.

Tactile map aids blind 

There is a new three-dimensional map of the UVic campus in the main 
foyer of the McPherson Library that anyone can appreciate, but it has a 
special meaning for the blind. 

The map contains scale models of all the buildings and offers a tactile 
concept of the campus, with roads and paths easy to follow by touch and 
all paths, roads and buildings marked in braille. 

“It’s a concept map which provides an overview of the buildings and 
how they relate to each other,” explains Jeff Fong, career counsellor with 
the Canadian National Institute for the Blind (CNIB). “It provides the 
blind with a new perspective on the campus.” 

The map was designed and built by Visual Arts Department graduate 
student sculptor Juan Gomez-Perales who worked for four months on the 
project under the supervision of Visual Arts instructor Pat George. 

At the official dedication ceremony Jan. 24, Ted Sawchuck, director of 
Student and Ancillary Services, explained that the map originated with 
an idea of the late Jennie Matthie, former co-ordinator for the handi¬ 
capped on campus. 

Money to hire the artist came from the provincial government’s Youth 
Employment Program which has had funds supplemented by UVic and 
UVic employees. 

The Women’s Auxiliary of the CNIB paid for the materials used to 
create the map. 

Along with the scale model of the campus, the map contains a legend in 
Braille and in large print with raised letters. 

There are currently five blind students enrolled at UVic, with three 
blind students graduating in 1984. 
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Education thanks teachers 


UVic’s Faculty of Education has 
donated three Saturdays in February to 
provide free workshops to- all the local 
teachers who sponsored UVic student 
teachers in 1984. 

“There are more than 550 sponsor 
teachers in school districts 61, 62 and 63 
who have given generously of their time, 
without pay, to take over the day-to-day 
supervision of our student teachers in 
professional and pre-professional 
years,” explains Helen Bandy, co¬ 
ordinator of school experience for the 
elementary section of the Faculty of 
Education. 

“This places a burden on these 
teachers and the research shows they 
are the key to a successful practicum for 
the student teachers.” 

Dr. William Cross, director of profes¬ 
sional studies in the Faculty of Educa¬ 
tion, said the free workshops were 
UVic’s way of saying “thank you” to the 
teachers. 

“We’ve had a marvellous response, 
both from UVic members who are volun¬ 
teering to give the workshops and from 
teachers who want to come,” said 
Bandy. “There are more than 150 
teachers who have indicated they will be 
coming, many of them to all three 
Saturdays. 

February Super Saturdays will occur 
Feb. 9, 16 and 23 and the offerings 
include an educational smorgasbord of 
more than 30 workshops, lectures and 
discussion sessions on topics of both per¬ 
sonal and professional interest. All ses¬ 
sions occur in the MacLaurin Building 
on the UVic campus.

UVic big 
in small world 

UVic is achieving major recognition as a 
centre of expertise in the field of experi¬ 
mental and theoretical particle physics. 

This is due in part to the 26 UVic 
scientists in the Physics Department 
who are associated with the TRIUMF 
particle accelerator in Vancouver, oper¬ 
ated by four western Canadian universi¬ 
ties including UVic. 

Two of Canada’s leading contributors 
to the field of particle physics, UVic’s Dr. 
Alan Astbury and Dr. Doug Bryman, 
were invited speakers at the joint meet¬ 
ing of the American Physical Society 
and the American Association of Phys¬ 
ics Teachers, held in Toronto Jan. 21 to 
24. 

This is the first time that this meeting 
has been held outside the United States 
and the symposium of the Division of 
Particles and Fields emphasized Cana¬ 
dian contributions to experimental and 
particle physics. Astbury spoke on 
“proton and antiproton interactions” 
and Bryman on “weak interactions at 
TRIUMF”. 

Astbury, who joined the faculty at 
UVic as the Dr. R.M. Pearce Professor of 
Physics in July of 1983, played a key role 
in the research into the basic forces of 
nature that resulted in a Nobel Prize in 
Physics for Italian scientist Carlo Rub- 
bia and Simon van der Meer. The experi¬ 
ments in 1983 at the particle accelerator 
in CERN, Switzerland, proved the exist¬ 
ence of the subatomic W and Z particles, 
sought by physicists for the past 50 
years. Astbury was the deputy director 
of Rubbia’s 150-scientist team which 
conducted the experiments. 

Bryman is the Canadian co-ordinator 
of another international team of physi¬ 
cists who are preparing a series of experi¬ 
ments on Kaon decay at Brookhaven 
Institute in New York, with some of the 
prepatory work being done at TRIUMF. 
Bryman has received more than $1 mil¬ 
lion in Natural Science and Engineering 
Research Council grants for this long- 
range research project.

Russian workshop is on 


A unique trip to the Soviet Union to 
study the Russian language and expe¬ 
rience Slavic culture will be offered 
again this year by the UVic Slavonics 
Department in co-operation with Uni¬ 
versity Extension and the UVic Alma 
Mater Society. 

The Summer Russian Workshop is on 
again, after a one-year postponement. 

Fifteen UVic students, along with 15 
students from Fraser Valley College, 
will travel to Dyuny, near Leningrad 
where they will take an intensive immer¬ 
sion credit course in the Russian 
language. 

For five years the Department of Sla¬ 
vonic Studies offered the Russian lan¬ 
guage workshop, providing UVic 
students and others with an opportunity 
to study in the Soviety Union, and to 
acquire and supplement their knowledge 
of Russian and to learn first-hand about 
the native culture. 

The program was postponed in 1984 
when UVic withdrew a $4,500 subsidy. 
“We realized that if we wanted to re¬ 
institute the program, we would have to 
raise some money ourselves,” explains 
Dr. Z.B. Juricic (Slavonics). 

“Through donations and fund-raising 
projects by the students involved, we 
have managed to more than cover the 
shortfall.” 

Juricic said the workshop received 


financial support from organizations 
and individuals in the community and 
on campus as well as from the Alma 
Mater Society which donated $2,000 and 
from University Extension. 

“The students raised funds through a 
number of activities from bake sales to 
selling tickets to Victoria Symphony 
concerts. They are also planning further 
activities such as a concert and film.” 

Juricic said the Slavonics Student 
Course Union was the driving force 
behind the fund-raising which earlier 
this week had raised more than $4,600, 
including the AMS subsidy. 

Students participating in the program 
must pay their fare to the Soviety Union 
and other expenses with a subsidy to 
defray overall costs. Juricic and Dr. 
Allan Cameron of Fraser Valley College 
will accompany the students to Dyuny. 

The workshop consists of six hours^)f 
classes a day, six days a week, with 
instructors from the Soviet Academy. 
There will also be time for excursions to 
Moscow and Leningrad. 

This was really a case of the students 
getting together to help themselves,” 
says Juricic. “At a time when there is 
hostility between the two superpowers, 
the students believe that such a pro¬ 
gram, in its small way, is very impor¬ 
tant. At every level, East and West 
should keep on talking.” 


Vive la musique 


French music spanning the centuries 
will be performed by the University of 
Victoria Wind Symphony in a free con¬ 
cert Feb. 8, at 8 p.m. in the University 
Centre Auditorium. 

Programmed for the event are Over¬ 
ture in C, written in 1779 by Charles- 
Simone Catel, Occident and Orient , a 
musical portrait linking the East and 
West composed by Camille Saint-Saens 
in 1869 to commemorate the opening of 
the Suez Canal, Petite Symphonie (1885) 
for nine winds by Charles Gounod, and 
Grand March for Military Band by Fer- 
dinando Paer written to celebrate the 
marriage of Napoleon to the Archdu¬ 
chess Marie-Louise of Austria in 1810. 
Representing the 20th century is the 
impressionistic piece Dyonsiaques , by 
Florent Schmitt.

Unraveling the wool? 


Editor, The Ring 

The informed reader will construe your lead 
story “Mechanical Engineering Curriculum 
Approved” correctly. The less informed reader 
on and/or off campus may not, unless he or she 
has some experience of deciphering ambigui¬ 
ties. You are generally accurate. The curricu¬ 
lum was approved, and the approval was 
conditional, as your reporting of presidential 
and vice-presidential remarks makes clear. 
What you are less clear about is the context. 
Unlike submissions from other faculties dealt 
with at the January Senate, that on the Mechan¬ 
ical Engineering Programme was not a 
Calendar submission. Approval of the curricu¬ 
lum was not, therefore, associated with a 
recommendation to the Board of Governors to 
establish the courses contained in it next Sep¬ 
tember. The public would therefore be wrong to 
assume, as I expect it will, that Senate has (to 
quote another ambiguous headline cliche) 
“given the nod” to Mechanical Engineering. 

“On the Books” is another fuzziness. Which 
books, and in what sense “on”? Your report 
implies that the university, having approved the 
recommendations of the Sherborne report in 
1980, already had a programme in Mechanical 
Engineering, and that the reason for action now 
was that that programme was obsolescent. 
That is plain wrong. If your reporter had been 
paying attention, he would have understood— 
since Senate spent some time clarifying the 
point— that the approval of Sherborne was an 
approval in principle— not an approval of a 
specified programme for implementation. The 
details in Sherborne were hypothetical and that 
is all. 

The moral is— don’t believe the press even 
when it’s your own, and even when it acts, as I’m 
sure it does, with the best of intentions. There 
are enough people out there trying to pull the 
wool over our eyes as it is. We don’t have to knit 
it for them beforehand.

Protest march set 

Representatives of students from 12 
Lower Mainland and Interior commun¬ 
ity colleges have agreed to support a St. 
Valentine's Day march on the provin¬ 
cial legislature, organized by UVic's 
Alliance to Defend Education. 

Alliance co-ordinator Susan Stroud 
says the march Feb. 14 will take place 
three days after the legislature recon¬ 
venes and is designed to signify opposi¬ 
tion to funding cuts in education and to 
protest against an anticipated further 
cut of at least five per cent in operating 
grants to universities for 1985-86. 

Stroud says Simon Fraser University 
students have pledged support for the 
march and she is hoping for support also 
from UVic faculty, teacher-parent 
groups, Camosun college, the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce, north¬ 
ern Vancouver Island colleges and 
many high schools. Stroud said earlier 
this week that details of the march have 
not yet been worked out. 


Artist’s works 
donated 

The Maltwood Art Museum and Gallery 
has acquired a collection of 21 works by 
Herbert Siebner, RCA. 

These pieces, dating from 1949 to 1981, 
are a significant addition to the Univer¬ 
sity Collection's holdings of paintings, 
drawings, sculptures and prints by this 
internationally recognized B.C. artist. 
The collection is the generous donation 
of Derk and Eva Wynand of Victoria, 
B.C. Derk Wynand is a Faculty member 
in UVic's Creative Writing Department. 

Siebner, born and trained in Germany, 
immigrated to Victoria in 1954. His arri¬ 
val to Canada marked the beginning of a 
career free from the restrictions of aca¬ 
demic and artistic biases. Since, he has 
explored in a variety of fields a wide 
range of expressions whose themes deli¬ 
neate Siebner's convictions regarding 
man and society. 

A leading spirit in the local artistic 
circles, he has been for many years a 
major influence on the art of well known 
B.C. artists, many of whom were first his 
pupils. His enthusiastic efforts represent 
a seminal contribution in the forming of 
artistic groups whose goals focus on the 
exchange of creative energy among their 
members. 

The Wynands' gift covers 32 years of 
the artist's exploration including exam¬ 
ples of his formative period. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wynand gradually acquired the 
works over a period of 11 years starting 
in 1971. The criterion for their choice was 
simply personal taste. 


Chancellor 

honored 

Dr. William Gibson, UVic's newly- 
elected Chancellor, has received an 
Honorary Fellowship from the Royal 
Society of Medicine. The honor was con¬ 
ferred on Gibson in England by Sir John 
Walton, President of the Society. 

In the citation read by retired Admiral 
Sir James Watt of the Royal Naval Medi¬ 
cal Services, more than 100 contribu¬ 
tions by Gibson to the literature of 
neurology and of medical history were 
recalled. Gibson served for many years 
on the Faculty of Medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

While in England, Gibson was also 
honored at Green College, Oxford, where 
a room was named for him to mark his 
early initiativer in the establishment of 
the college. 

Gibson, former chairman of the Uni¬ 
versities Council of British Columbia, 
has contributed internationally to all 
areas of advanced education in medical 
and research and development 
programs.

Other winners of the Vanier 
Medal include Dr. H.L. Keenleyside, former 
chairman of the British Columbia Power Com¬ 
mission; Louis Rasminsky, former governor of 
the Bank of Canada; Dr. Albert Johnson, 
former president of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Commission and Dr. Lloyd Barber, President of 
the University of Regina.
